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Legal, Tax Collection Costs Add To School Levy; 
Bill To Remedy Situation Before State Legislature 


(Editor’* Note*: This is the fourth iii a series of 
five articles on Bucks County Schools.)

A bill is currently before the state legislature 
.iii Harrisburg which would reduce the number of 
school districts in Hucks County from 51 to 14 at 
tho most. 


'rho bill is closely in accordance with the report 
issued recently by the governor’s committee on 


education, which called for no school district with 
less than 5,000 students in it. 


Approves of Bill 


The state departm ent of public instruction has 
approved the bill and Dr. Charles II. Boehm, state 
superintendent, has stated that he believes it will 
be adopted and signed into law this year. 


However, ar toss the state many persons differ 
with Dr. Boehm. 


One is T. Sydney Cadwallader 2nd, Lower Make- 


field attorney and solicitor for the Falls Township 
school board. 
Cadwallader believes that larger districts would 
result in the relinquishing of too much local con­ 
trol. 


“ We’ve gone too far in this direction already,” 
he said. “ We’ve probably reached the point of 
diminishing returns.” 
The attorney, however, admits that the gover­ 
nor’s committee has some salient points on the 
m atter of economy at least. The Falls Township 


school district, with Lower Makefield Township 
and Yardley Borough, all are part of the Penns­ 
bury jointure. Yet each one has its owti solicitor 
and the jointure has still another. 


One Solicitor 
One big district with only one board on it would 
have only one solicitor and thus save the retain­ 
ing fee paid to three others in this case. 
For Cadwallader arid Frederick Bebbington, who 
works with him for the Falls Township board on

occasion, that savings would be minor. Their an­ 
nual retainer comes to only $50. 


However, when a bond issue is required for now 
construction or some other special type of legal 
work is necessary, the legal costs climb. 
Despite the modest $50 retainer, legal costs for 
the Falls Township district in tho 1959-1960 school 
year came to the suprising total of $18,150. This 
was because of the school board's fi^ht through 
the courts on the matter of assessment to the U.S. 
Steel Fairless works,

Expert appraisers had to be paid for their ap­ 
praisals and for their testimony in court and many 
court fees had to be met. 
Most of these costs, of course, would appl> to a 
legal difference such as this whether the court 
fight were undertaken by one small district or by 
one big consolidated district. 
Similarly, tilt' Milltown Township school board 
in Upper Bucks had total legal costs in 1959-60 of 
$1.50. This represented a notary public foe, ac­ 
cording to tho solicitor, J . Frederick Grim Sr. 
Grim does not receive a retainer from Milltown 
lownship; he bills them only when a legal prob­ 
lem arises ajid he is called in by the board. 
However, next year Milltown will begin construc­ 
tion of a new school and as a result of the neces­ 
sary bond issue and other work, the legal costs 
for 1959-1960 will be somewhere between $1,000 and 
$2.(KH) Grim said.

Before Legislature 


Bucks County taxpayers paid out through these 
bodies in the 1959-1960 school year, the latest one 
on which complete figures are available, a total 
of $32,489. Some of this money but not all of it 
could be saved if school districts were big enough 
to have attorneys on their staffs or in other ways 
to combine the work that is being done by the dif­ 
ferent attorneys. 


T h y Collection 


Tho biggest waste of money’ in the Rucks County 
school system shows up under the heading, “ cost 
of tax collection” on the financial reports filed 
with the county’s school superintendent’s office. 
All told, Bucks taxpayers poured $244,755 down 
the “ collection hole” in the 1959-1960 school year. 
The tax collection was $17,924 in Bensalem Town­ 
ship that year, $20,632 in giant Bristol Township, 
$13,369 in considerably smaller Lower Wakefield. 
This was the cost of collecting only the money 
used by the school districts. Tax collectors in 
Bucks County, and throughout Pennsylvania, also 
take a good, healthy bite out of tin* levies they 
collect for the various boroughs and townships. 
Unfortunately, tho governor’s committee did not 
go into this situation in its recommendations on 
consolidating school districts.

However, that quarter of a million could he cut 
in half if Bucks County had fewer tax collectors 
because of bigger school districts and it could he 
slashed even further if the county had only one 
district. 
The physical problem of creating four or five 
school districts where 51 exist today is consid­ 
erable. How and when the Governor’s Committee 
and the state legislature propose to do it will be 
shown in the next and last article of this series.
